troducetl Into tills land by those two settlements 
early in tbe serenteentli century, the one at 
Plymouth, the other at Jamestown, in the 
veins of the Hymouthiolony flowed tnat bleed 
which throughout England's history had pro 
tested against oppression, nhlch had been 
slowly galolngitarlghts and would yet secure 
the toleration of modern times. It was the 
blood that flowed In Oliver Cromwell's veins and 
would How In tie veins ot the English soldiers 
on the Hold ot Waterloo and gain tor them the 
day, because they couht stand hard pounding 
longer than the French.

Ttese two 
settlements, oftei two and a halt centuries bad 
swept over tills country, met In deadly conflict 
tn (he war of the rebellion. The pattence, self 
denlul, reflection and perscverence practiced In 
manual toll gave us the gritty soldier ot tbe 
North, and the sel ash ness. Impulsiveness1 and 
egotism developed by- aristocracy gave us the 
soldier of tbe South, On came the "gray" with 
yell and brilliant dash, firmly »"d patiently,!! 
not overwhelmed by the flery charge itood tbe 
••blue." The brilliant uavalleir was conquered 
oy the sturdy Puritan, 


TLe struggle to preserve tbe Union was a 


good right, because ot good results. I declare 
the results to l» good, In lull view ot tbe terrible 
facts, tbat ol the one million sevea hundred 
thousand men who, with flying banners, inarch 
ed forth to battle, six hundred thousand never 
morcbed back again , that eight biuloni of dot 
lara were spent In its prosecution, white a flaan 
clol panic foHowtd closely In its wake;thotde- 
moralizatlon and crime Increased Umnecaely M 
a direct result ol tbe war. The results hare 
been good In the liberation of the slave. Much 
ol the childish Joy of the happily conditioned 
slave tbat voiced Itsell In plantation melodies I 
athliigot lfcepasl( but the former stove now 
stands under the dome of liberty's tetnpte, da* 
tn the habiliments ol a Irieman. Bough and 
rugged may be the road. In places, which 
must travel before he will be recognized o« an 
intelligent, potent factor In this land, but Irom 
the lolly lit Ights of <t nobJs manhood fie will )t 
look down upon bis btoVen ahuckles »nd thank 
GodtbatLlucoln ever lived The results bave 
been Kood In the better feeling which now exist 
between tbe two sections ol the country, Tbe 
lack ol acquaintance between the people ot the 
Worth and those ol tfte South *os no stigh 
causa ot the sanguinary struggle, ttearly al 
the railroad) ran Irom east to west prior to th 
war, and there was little commingling of th 
people's ol the two sections. Through the bet- 
ter acquaintance tefun upon the field of battle, 
II is now belDg conBnmmoted undet the win|s o 
the angel ol peace, and there is doubtless a 
more intelligent appreciation ot each other to- 
day than ever before. this kindlier s«ntlme.)

Tbe House has ordered to third 
reading the Senate bill appropriating 
8182,600 per ' annum for tbe support ot 
the National Guard for the next two 
years. This Includes a enrn of $25,000 
for tbe establishment ot a northern ctunp 
something that tbe Northern H)ifiois reir- 
imente have been trying to get for sev- 
eral years. There waa a lengthy debate 
in tbe Hoaee over tbe matter. Tbe ap- 
propriation* committee made a report 
recommending that the amount be oat 
down to f 100,000 per annum. A motion 
wao at once made to non-oonoor in tbe 
report, Mr, Fergus made a speech, say- 
ing that it was againat the public policy 
to keep a standing army in tbe state. Mr, 
O'Connell defended tbe militia, and mid 
it afforded an nnanrpaeeect school for tbe 
young men of the state, Mr, Green said 
il the stories ot their eiptoi a while in 
camp, as told by tbe young men them- 
eeivee, were true, the militia was an ally 
of the devil, for young men were led 
from tbe paths of rectitude. The debate 
ran on this way for . two hours. Several 
attempts were mode to cat the amount 
still lower, but all amendments were 
voted down and the till ordered to third 
reading unchanged. Two years ego tbe 
appropriation tor the militia was only 
880,000 per annum. It "was so small that 
no state encampment could be held last 
liiat year, and the militia suffered in oon- 
Eeonenoe. 
The House adopted Allen's resolution

Tbe Grip Bacillus. 


A series of ID tcresting experiments has 


been conducted in tbe University ot Illi- 
nois at Champaign on tbe bacillus of la 
grippe. The results have been very sat- 
isfactory., The elements to wnrk on were 
obtained by the saliva of S3 persons sick 


itb tbe disease, and in each oaee tbe 


bacillus were distinctly discerned. It 
was found that by cultivation in a dilut- 
ed beef tea the germ flourished, and in 
all particulars correspond with that taken 
from individual oases in bamau brings. 
Tbe bacillus has been photographed and 
tbe university has several of these in 
which uniformly appears tbe germ, uke 
little beads on a fine string.

daimed in oppoaition to tbe prinoiplea of 
tbe bill in tbe oampotgn by free trader

world ought secure too much power it 
permitted to enjoy unrestricted trade 
with the new republic* ted him into the 
advocacy ot iotim&te and peculiar trade 
relations between tbe nations ot the 
American hemisphere. 
But every at- 


tempt to bring about a satisfactory meet- 
ing to accomplish this failed. It was at. 
tempted in 1826, ic 1817, in 1854, in 1831 
and again in 1882. The only effort which 
bore any fruit was that of last year. 
So 


we aea this matter ol reciprocity with tbe 
nations ot tbe American hemisphere is 
no new thing and the claim of our Prai- 
rie street neighbor that the Democratic 
party discovered it in 1881 is baseless, 
It ie fair to say in thia connection that it 
woe never contemplated that to bring 
about thia friendly understanding be 
twe»n thenatiocaot this hemisphere that 
retaliation should enter iota it SB a fee 
tor. The spirit whiob primarily prompted 
this movement precluded (wetything re- 
lated to force, 
Tbe theory upon which 


it was conceived wae America for Amer- 
ica against the reet of tbe world.

(Tex,) Day, Henry Watterson says:

I am -not any more to 
blame than tne rest ot yon tbat he was 
tbe nominee; you. know what the situa- 
tion, what the preesnre was aj well aa I 
do. It la history now, and we mutt all 
share tne responeibili y together. 


It is well known tbat Henry Watteraon 


wrote the Democratic platform in 1881, 
It is also well known tbat he baa written 
all the Democratic platf rtns since tbe 
war ended. 
He has written them with a 


view of misleading tbe people and secur- 
ing victory for the Democratic party. To 
do this, these platforms were straddles 
as he now confesses the tariff plank of 
1884 was.
